From “time to ‘time, almost 
every sdécial club, civic group 
and fraternal. organization 
wishes to share news items 
with the general public. 

These news items might 
address’ themselves to a 
special project the group has 
undertaken, The news. item 
might announce a special cit- 
ation or achievement won by 
the group or one of its mem- 
bers. The news release might 
take the form of -a position 
paper. "Egnoerned __ with 
housing, urban renewal, 
police-community relations or 
public. ..education. Oc- 
casionally,. a group. may 
decide to issue a statement of 
endorsement for a particular 
political candidate or for a 
project that will have far- 
reaching benefits for the 
Community——whatever. _ the 
reason for the news release, 
there is a medium that will 
carry the story. 

Most medias, both elec- 
tronic and print, will provide 
to community-based groups 
air time and/or space (free of 
charge!) in which or- 
ganizations might share .in- 
formation with the ‘public.

Usually, there are no restric- 
tions placed on the use of 
this free air time or space. 
However, radio and television 
Stations refuse to air com- 
ments that are slanderous 
and newspapers and 
magazines refuse to print li- 
belous statements. And for 
good reasons.’ One of the 
more obvious being their lack 
of desire to find themselves 
entangled in a lawsuit. 

it is. fairly ‘simple for your 
organization to make ef- 
fective use of thé’ tree tele- 
vision and radio air time and 
‘free space in newspapers and 
magazines, Here is how it 
works: 

One or two. persons 
(possibly. the “community- 
relations committee) from 
your group should establish 
personal contact with the 
electronic and print media. 
This contact should be made 
prior to the needed (or 
desired) coverage of an 
event. It should be noted that 
your initial contact should be 
with the community services 
or public affairs person at the 
radio or television station and 
on the newspaper or

magazine shaft. 

You will discover that the 
community-relations or 
public affairs person with the 
media will be of invaluable 
assistance to you @8§ you 
prepare your materials and/or 
as you decide just’what kind 
of coverage you want. 

Once contact has been 
made arrange a conference 
with your media contact per- 
son. Provide the person with 
information not only about 
‘yourself, but about the pur- 
poses, activities, mem- 
bership, etc. of your organ- 
ization. If written materials 
are available, take them 
along. This way your organ- 
ization can become a part of 
that person's file. 

After personal contact ‘has 
been made with the media re- 
presentative, always direct 
your communicatioris to that 
person. When an announce- 
ment, fact sheet, news story 
is ready for. release to. the 
media send it at least two’ (2) 
weeks in advance of the 
event. Always follow up with 
a phone call three (3)-to five 
(5) days later to make certain 
it was received and is being 
acted upon. 

If your group decides a 
series of public service an- 
nouncements on radio and 
television will best satisy its 
needs you should prepare 
what is known as public ser- 
vice announcements. These

psa's are :10, :20, :30, or :60 , 
seconds in length. (Ap- 
proximately 25 words can be 
read per :10. seconds.) 

Also remember that most 
public service air time is used 
for events that are of major 
community interest. ~For 
example: It is difficult to gain 
air time for something ~af- 
fecting 25-50 people out of a 
viewing or listening audience 
of one million people. 
However, members are not 
always the deciding factor. If 
something affects a relatively 
small number of persons, but 
has a potentially long range 
and widespread effect, then 
time can be made available. 
The above example also 
holds true for radio and print 
media..If.you are uncertain, of 
the information to include on 
the wording for your psa or 
news release, send to the 
media. representative a fact 
sheet. It should include the 
following information: 

1. What it is 

2. Where it is (or will be) 

3. Who will attend (or 
speak) 

4. Who. is invited (i.e. the 
general public, senior 
citizens, young adults, etc. 

5, Dates, times and place 

6. The name of a contact 
person from your group and a 
phone number to be Called if 
there Is need for additional 
information. 

Remember, television and 
the print media are visual 
mediums. Always try to in- 
clude a 3x4 horizontal slide 
(s) tor use with your 
television spot announce- 
ment. If you don't have a 
slide, send a photograph de- 
picting the event or the main 
speaker or the building 
where the event will take 
place. The television station 
can then. make a slide for

And by all means, when 
sending news stories or press 
releases to a newspaper or 
magazine, include glossy 
black and white prints. Again, 
the. photo ‘should depict that 
which will allow the reader to 
more closely identify with the 
news story.

People who work disaster housing assignments never 
cease to amaze me. They are~ undoubtedly the most 
dedicated individuals ever put on the face of the earth 

They come in all sizes and shapes, from all walks of fife, 


from the public and the private employment sector ... and not 
afew come from the ranks of the unemployed, In normal life 
they are society matrons, housewives, students, federal and 
state employees, truck drivers, laborers and only the Lord 
Himself knows what. 

They are molded into a cadre of disciplined. alert and-un- 
derstanding troops with only one thought as their goal: to 
get homeless families into temporary homes so they inturn 
can pick up the pieces of their lives and start their own 
process of rebuilding 

Directing.such a.team effort is_a fantastic challenge It's 
comparable to sitting atop a borax wagon and guiding a 20- 
mule team over barely defined trails in unchartered territory 
All the training. in the world can't equal a few days of actual 
experience. This holds true for not only the head of an 
operation but-also for the -indians.at the lower rungs of the 
ladder. 

They. say “all God's children got problems.” ‘What they 
don't say is how many ... or with what speed they arrive if 
had to buy buckets for all the problems that have been drop- 
ped therein | would have wiped out the production of two 
metal works. factories. 

On the other hand, and in reflection, perhaps’! would have 
just worn-out the buckets themselves. in. disaster housing 
you don't leave a problem unsolved; you get out into the 
open, solve it and get it behind you So. that you have room 
for the next one. 

All the verbage to the contrary, there seems to be enough 
vacant houses and apartments on the private rental market to 
take care of most of the Ohio diaster victims. This is in 
keeping with the HUD policy for relocation endeavors. The 
use of mobile homes is low on the table of priorities 

Some of the veterans of previous disaster assignments 
wonder what goes through the minds of storm victims when 
they insist on: living in a mobile home. The standard reasons 
are obvious: being in close proximity to their wrecked home; 
being able to personally supervise reconstruction; being able 
to cope with vandalism; permitting their kids to continue in 
the same school, etc. All these are well known and well 
documented. 

Before they become so vocal and vehement however, the 
mobile home advocates might give a second thought to what 
it’s really like living under sardine conditions There's little 
room-for movement inside. a 12-x 60,foot.unit. If the family has 
three or four youngsters that cuts still further into degree of 
available space. If they have any thought that their mobile 
home is “mobile” they're wrong! Those babies are anchored 
to stay put. It even takes a special rig to move them, They're 
not house trailers and they're not week-end camper units 

There's another reason for minimizing the use of mobile 
homes. It’s psychological.-A tornado constitutes a tremen- 
dous shock to its victims. It disrupts their life completely 
Moving into a mobile home is a constant reminder of what 
they once had...and what they now have to put up with: Being 
temporarily housed in an apartment is of course not like their 
own home but it could be the next best thing 

In southwestern Ohio we expect to complete our housing 
mission well ahead of the target date. Already we've 
established new national records for housing’ response 

Being first however is not without its difficulties -- there's ~ 
always a problem just around the corner. We grab it before it 
has an. opportunity to take shape and substance and so far 
we've either been damned skillful or damned lucky. We'd like 
to think it’s the former.

The right. of ‘‘testers’’ to 
represent themselves as 
homeseekers in probjng for 
racial discrimination in the 
sale or rental of housing was 
successfully defended in a 
lawsuit concluded by a stipu- 
lated settlement filed in 
Federal Court in Ohio, it was 
announced last week by the 
National Committee Against 
Discrimination in Housing 
(NCDH), one of the plaintiffs. 

The settlement involved 
deletion of a provision in an 
Upper Arlington, Ohio fair 
housing ordinance passed 
last year that made it 
unlawful for anyone to test 
compliance by the widely- 
used technique of having 
Whites” express a desire to 
rent or buy’ a housing unit 


that had been refused to 
blacks or other racial 
minorities. 


A willingness to rent or sell 
to whites in such circum- 
stances has been accepted 
by courts as evidence of 
discrimination. 

Upper Arlington, a suburb 
of Columbus, had made such 
testing a misdemeanor, sub- 
ject to fines ranging from 
$100 to $500 for each offense. 

NCDH and other plaintiffs 
charged in their suit that the 
“anti-checking” provision of 
the ordinance interfered with 
rights granted by Title VIII of 
the Civil Rights Act of 1968, 
the Federal fair housing law, 
and by state laws. 

They also contended that it 
denied, affected persons and 
groups their Constitutional 
right to equal protection of 
the laws. , 

The United States Depart- 
ment of Justice and the Ohio 
Civil Rights..Commission in- 
tervened as plaintiffs. 

Pursuant to the agreement, 
Upper Arlington's governing 
body repealed the ‘“‘anti- 
checking" provision of the

criminal. Penalties under 
State and Federal fair 
housing. statues. remain. unat- 
fected. 

The suit was filed last 
August as a class action on 
behalf of “all persons, black 
and white, who in the past or 
may in the future act as 
‘checker’ in order to aid or 
encourage minority persons 
in the exercise of rights 
quaranteed to them. 


Other plaintiffs, in addition 
to NCDH, were individual 
black residents of Columbus 
and white residents of Upper 
Arlington, National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement 
of Colored people, National 
Neighbors, League of Women 
Voters of Metropolitan 
Columbus, Housing Oppor- 
tunity Center of Metropolitan 
Golumbus, and the Northwest 
Area Human Relations Coun- 
cil. 

Named as defendants were 
the City of Upper Arlington 
and the members of its City 
Council. 

Expressing satisfaction 
with the outcome of the Up- 
per Arlington action, Edward 
L. Holmgren, Executive Direc- 
tor of NCDH, said that “the 
use of ‘testers’ to spot viola- 
tions of fair housing law is an 
essential tool to the fair 
housing movement _in 
securing law enforcement.” 

Upper Arlington had a 
population of 38,481, ac- 
cording to the 1970 Census, 
of whom only 38 were blacks 
Franklin County, within which 


both Columbus and Upper ~ 


Arlington are located, had a 
population of 833,249, of 
whom 104,387 were blacks. 
Ninety-five percent of the lat- 
ter live in Columbus.

Score One for Equal | 
Employment 


Last week the efforts of the Federal 
Government to make a reality of equal 
employment opportunity in business 
bore some realistic fruit. For the first 
time, almost an entire industry-big 
steel-has promised to end racial and 
sexual discrimination in hiring and 
Promoting workers in plants and offices 
across the entire country 

The govetnmment had entered suits 
against the steel industry. and in a sen- 
sible “confession” of past sins, the in- 
dustry has agreed to pay up some $30 
million in-back pay? and an estimated 

* $25 million more in the coming year to 
about 40,000 minority-group and 
women workers in 225 scattered plants 
and offices 

To~the workers, this means an 
average of $720 each to compensate 
them for the amount they were Under- 
paid during the past two and one half 
years compared to the wages paid 
white men > 

For some workers. this will bring a 


pay boost. Further. in their settlement 
with Uncle Sam, the steel companies 
agreed to see that half of all fiture 
opening in trades and crafts ‘will be 
filled by minorities and women until 
their share in each job category equals 
their over-all proportion in each plant 

There will also be some changes in 
the industry's seniority system that will 
give blacks and women a better oppor- 
tunity for promotions 

Black workers have always been a 
significant part of the workers in steel, 
and this settlement can pave the way 
for similar action--and similar benefits 
for blacks and women in other in- 
Guistries 

The settlement, moreover, opens the 
way for the-government-to” go” after 
other big companies, which for 
decades, have subjected minority 
workers to the dirtiest and lowest paid 
jobs, and which have systematically 
excluded them trom merited 
promotions and higher pay scales 


The Black Press: 
Freedom Depends on It. 


The Black Press in America is 147 
years old, On this occasion, one of its 
Outstanding editors, Howard B. Woods 
of St. Louis, Missouri, put into words 
the following impressions 

It is not a matter of small interest that 
the Black Press is observing its 147th 
anniversary at a time when freedom of 
the press, a First Amendment quaran- 
tee, is being challenged 

Back in 1878 when .the founding 
fathers of this republic were hammering 
oul the First Amendment freedoms, 
Striking the shackles ~from -what -had- 
been the colonial-_press, the black man 
continued to stand in chains, three- 
fifths of a man 

But freedom is indivisible, and 40 
years later, the first black newspaper — 
Freedom's Journal — raised its own 
masthead to fight against slavery in the 
South and discrimination and op- 
pression in the North. Soon it was 
joined by William Lloyd Garrison and 
his Liberator and Elijah P. Lovejoy and 
his Observer. There was no stopping 
this small-segment of the press (even 
the lynching of Lovejoy) until human 
freecom-was- also achieved 

But the freedom of blacks was short- 
lived. And the struggle bequn by John 
B. Russwurm and the Rev. Samuel E. 
Cornish and their Freedom's Journal 
and continued by Willis Hodges and 
Frederick Douglass and others was 
renewed. in the new effort, Calvin 
Chase, Christopher Perry, T. Thomas 
Fortune, ida B. Wells Barnett, and John 


Murphy took the lead. These were 
followed by Monroe Trotter, Robert S. 
Abbott, W. E, DuBois, P. B. Young, and 
Robert L. Vann 

Today, the National Newspaper 
Publishers Association, representing a 
membership of 129 black newspapers, 
including all the major ones, is helping 
to focus the continued fight being 
carried on by its members. The pub- 
lishers of these newspapers are among 
the most astute and articulate black 
leaders in America. Assurance that the 
fight will continue is the growing num- 
“per of young dedicated publishers. 

Their fight tor freedom is devoted in 
large measure to improving the 
economic opportunities of 26 million 
black Americans who are not benefiting 
as fully as they should from their annual 
expenditure of nearly $50 billion. 

The Black Press is an informer and a 
sounding board, a crusader and a 
protestor, a fighter and a healer. It is a 
force that can stimulate further growth 
of the American economy and help "heal 
the .cancer of Tacism™ that painfully 
divides the American people. - 

But again the freedom of the press is 
challenged, because human freedom 
continues to be. threatened, especially 
the freedom of black Americans. The 
Black Press can help achieve freedom 
of the press for all media, if all media 
will join hands in a fight for total ~ 
freedom. The message of Black Press 
Week is a reminder that treedom is in- 
divisible. HBW =

lime after time, | have checked the 
precinct and ward vote .in the 
Cosmopolitan areas of Cleveland, and 
in never an election have | seen them 
fail to pass over Negro candidates. 

Yet, in Negro wards, the returns show 
just as consistently, black voters voting 
for white candidates totally unknown to 
them and ignoring qualified black can- 
didates running for the same office.

Unquestionably, we are living ina 
age of revolution—at least | have been 
told that we are. The children of af- 
fluent families now pay homage to their 
parent's values by rejecting them. This 
we might term the youth revolution. The 
discussion and display of sexuality and 
pornography increases, actors and ac- 
tresses disrobe on stage, some of our 
young ladies come very close to doing 
so on our streets, and streaking 
becomes a new form of daring disdain 
for old values.

celerated this social dislocation, for it 
destroyed not only the legal structure of 
segregation but also the psychological 
assumptions of racism. ‘ 

Young Negroes who matured during 
this period witnessed a challenge to the 
system of values and social relations 
that had presumed the inferiority -of the 
Negro. They have, for the most part, 
totally rejected this system, but in doing 
so have substituted for it a distorted 
perception of themselves and the 
society. 

In-their eagerness to obliterate any 
latent traces of racial shame that might 
be lurking about today, many have em- 
braced racial chauvinism, and in reply 
to past exclusions (and present in- 
securities), have created their own ex- 
clusiveness. 

One is now supposed to think-black. 
dress black, eat black, and buy black 
without regard for what such a program 
actually contributes to the cause of 


problems of separation and racial 
polarization intensify. 

The drive for “black power” has just 
about had its day. Perhaps because no 
two black-oriented organizations could 
ever completely agree upon its 
meaning. 

Nevertheless, no reliable poll has 
ever identified me than oy ien of 

roes as separatists; usual © per- 
— is @ good deal lower, idea 
that all Negroes think alike and act 
alike is an invention of whites-liberals 
a3 well as racists to whom all Negroes 
are the same-and of certain small 
groups of blacks who illegitmately 
claim to speak for the majority.

New Black Woman in Ohio 


Close to 100 Black women from across the state of 
Ohio. conferred. with Governor John J. Gilligan in his 
executive offices recently. The women, members of 
the Ohio Black Women's -Leadership Conference 
were introduced to the Governor by Mayor Ellen 
Craig of Urbancrest and City Councilwoman. Mildred 
Madison "of Cleveland. 

Having had lengthy, indepth discussion around 
issues of great concern to Black women. six concerns 
relative to’ all Black women were agreed upon and 
presented to Governor Gilligan 

The following concerns were expressed by Emily 
Parkman of Youngstown, billie M. brown and Emma 
Dorsey of Columbus, Hattie Williams of Toledo, Ber- 
nard Richardson of Cleveland and Carolyn Peters of 
Akron respectively: (1) What is your process for 
naming Black women to the various boards and com- 
missions, how many are presently serving? - 

(2) There is great concern that parental input with 
respect to Day Care Ceniters throughout the state of 
Ohio has been neglected. That is, it appears as if 
decision-making authority is primarily in the control 
of private entities which have the economic means 
vis-a-vis legislation to compete with non-profit agen- 
cies for monies. We also feel that a double standard 
exists with respect to standardization on licensing of 
Day Care Center as well as differences in monies 
allocated to the various counties. Secondly, we are 
concerned with the criteria used in selection of board 
representatives to various Day Care Agencies and 
Centers, as well as involvement by special interest 
groups who are making high-level decisions in regard 
to day care, i.e. 4C’s and Ohio Citizens’ Council. We 
are also concerned that new appointments to these 
policy boards have equitable female representation. 

(3) Comprehensive Employment and Training Act of 
1973. The state of Ohio is a prime sponsor of the Act: 
Have the state appointments to the two Ohio State 
Manpower Planning Councils been made? What 
major areas of representation have been or will be 
covered by those appointees? What plans are being 
made for the funds that are allocated for the Gover- 
nor's decision and discretion? And under. the Public 
Employment Training Section, what suggestions or 
recommendations would you make to have it become 
effective? . 

(4) The President, various mayors, individuals and 
groups have been organizing around the country and 
in Ohio in. preparation for -our Bicentennial 
Celebration. What are the appropriations and rave” 
you formed a committee, if so, how is it financed, con- 
stituted and implemented? If not, when will you ap- 
point it and how are we to be represented? 

(5) With the open process of the Democratic Party, 
the people's party, why is it that this year an endorsed 
Slate was presented to the Democratic voters of Ohio 
in a partisan primary? 

And (6) education has always been a priority in the 
Black community, We feel that blatant injustices oc- 
cur in the area of Guaranteed Student Loans. Namely, 
we would like to show that concerted efforts are 
being made to guarantee equity in student loans and 
what special efforts are being made for Black 
students. We feel that the rehabilitation programs that 
incarcerated Black women are involved in are far 
from adequate. The training programs offered have no 
built-in follow-up to insure that after release, Black 
women find meaningtul employment. What Y 
are being taken to correct this situation? in the ites 
of higher education, the devastation of Central State 
University is a most significant concern. We want you 
to know that we are looking for you to deal fairly and 
honestly with this situation. We feel that the con- 
tinuation of Central State University, as a viable and 
effective’ institution of higher learning in the state is 
critical, specifically as it serves to educate the masses 
of Black Ohioans who would not have the same op- 
Portunities in the state. We are Jooking for you. to 
spearhead the movement to rebuild Central State, and 
fo insure that adequate allocations for buildings, 
materials, equipment, loans and staffing be made 
available before you leave office. 

In the hour and fifteen minutes conference with the 
Governor, four of the six concerns were answered 
with two to be answered in writing. 

This conference with the Governor is truly an in- 
dication of the “New Black Woman. in Ohio", going 
where we can be heard and where action can be 
taken, the Head of the State of Ohio. 

The 1st annual Ohio Black Wom@n's..Leadership 
Conference will be held in Cincinnati on October 18, 
19, 20, 1974. The honorary co-chairpersons are Mayor 
Craig, City Councilwoman Madison and Archie Lewis, 
Minority Consultant to.the Governor, with yours-truly 
serving as state co-ordinator. The theme of this year's 
conference is “Black Women Teaching and Sharing 
With Each Other.” The '75 Conference will be held in 
Toledo. ,

There’s- something both 
jascinating and shocking 
about the collective panic 
hat seems to have gripped 
he City of San Francisco and 
its leadership 


The so-called Zebra 
killings -- a dozen murders 
since November, the victims 
all white. the killer described 
as black -- have led to the 
employment of dragnet tech- 
niques that promise little suc- 
cess in finding the killer but 
which may point the way 


toward establishment of %a 
police state ; 

Apparently all- the police 
know is that the killer is 


black. Eyewitness accounts 
vary .wildly..in. descriptions, 
but the police are sticking to 
a general description that 
could. fit a large proportion of 
the city's blacks 

How do you find the killer 
in a big city with such an 
inadequate profile of what he 
looks like? San Francisco's 
answer is to launch a massive 
Stop-and-frisk operation in 
which any black man who 
remotely resembles the sup- 
posed killer is stopped on the 
street 

Worse, after frisking and 
questioning, the innocent 
citizen whose rights are in- 
fringed is then handed a card 
identifying him as having 
been search and cleared 
That card then becomes his 
“pass” to walk on the streets 
again. The only comparable 
system is South Africa's pass 
system for blacks. 

Here we have, in what is 
supposed to be one of the 
most enlightened cities in. the 
country, a gross abrogation 
of citizen's rights in. the name 
of law and order. We have a 
situation in which black 
people are subjected to the 
whims of police officers 
without having done anything 
to arouse suspicion of wrong- 
doing other than being black 
and fitting’ @ certain age, 
height and weight group 

Does anyone in his right 
mind believe that the killer is 
walking the streets with his 
pistol ii his pocket waiting to 
be picked up? 

And if, as is probable, he is 
now out of town, in hiding, or 
just walking around like 
anyone -else, will. the city 
maintain its dragnet 
operation? if so, for how 
long? Will the city decide on 
perpetual: surveillance of its 
black citizens? If so, then it 
intends to maintain a police

Let’s not forget that the last 
time Californians looked at 
things through racial aspects, 
they set up concentration 
camps 

That Was back in World 
War lI, when white Califor- 
nians suspected that Japan- 
ese-Americans, including 
citizens. might be disloyal 
Even the most rabid © anti- 
Japanese never claimed more 
than a small minority might 
actually support Japan in her 
war with our country, but at 
their insistence every single 
man, woman and child of 
Japanese ancestry on the 
West. Coast was herded into 
internment camps 

Is that on the agenda next? 
If the killer isn't found, will of- 
ficials take the next logical 


step and suggest that the 
black population be 
removed? Far-fetched, yes, 


but so is the hysterical 
dragnet operation. 

San Francisco may be 
giving-other cities with crime 
pfobiems the cue te impose a 
vigilance that. amounts. to. 
vengeance on the black com- 
munity. And if San Francisco 
can get away with this, who is 
to say that the Administration 
that backed preventive deten- 
tion will be far behind? 

It is clear that the San 
Francisco case won't be 
solved by these methods. 
About all it is likely to accom- 
plish is to further enrage 
black people who are singled 
out as a group’forthe acts of 
a few, and to increase the 
very racial tensions that 


. fostered crimes like the Zebra 


killings. | find it hard to 
believe that the only way we 
can Curb crime is to tear up 
the Constitution. And | find it 
hard to understand how 
people who are supposed to 
lead wind up taking leave of 
their moral. and intellectual 
senses. .

It is going to .be hard to 
chase such wWingbacks as 
Paul Warfield to name one of 
the best in the leaque. There 
is no doubt the likes of War- 
field will have field days this

Then there is the case of 
the kickers. There is no doubt 
there will be a tew place 
kicks outside the 30 yard line 
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with the goal post on the end 
zone line.
